Fifteen years ago Keith Gilkey 
started with a one-room build¬ 
ing and tirelessly began turning 
it into a home for himself and 
his wife Peggy. He slowly add¬ 
ed rooms, new windows, and 
more to the house on Claybow 
Street in Hickman. Within min¬ 
utes flames quickly took over, 
claiming first his shed and then 
the east side of the home that is 
nestled on the quiet dead end 
street.

Mr. Gilkey noticed his shed 
was on fire. “I tried to put the 
fire out with the water hose,” he 
said. “It seemed like I waited for 
30 minutes for the fire depart¬ 
ment to get here.” 

Mr. Gilkey continued to spray 
water on the shed as he waited 
for the volunteer firemen from 
the Hickman Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment (HVFD) and Cayce 
Fire Department to come to 
his aid. “The fire eventually 
made it to my house,” he said 
as he watched the firemen work 
to contain the fire. “Maybe if 
they had gotten here sooner my 
house wouldn’t have caught on 
fire, too.” 

As he watched them work, 
Mr. Gilkey talked about how he 
enjoyed remodeling the home 
and even pointed out one of the 
windows that he had recently 
installed. “I have added all new 
windows,” he said. “The one 
over there (he pointed to the 
right side of his front porch) 
is new, there wasn’t a window

Harbor conditions

Withoutperforming soundings 
in the Elvis J. Stahr Harbor and 
the aspect of dredging funds 
drying up with each passing 
year, Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Director Greg Curlin 
is always seeking alternative 
solutions. “We have been lucky 
over the last few years when 
we received stimulus funding 
and emergency funding to 
dredge the harbor,” stated 
Curlin on Tuesday, Aug. 27 
when the board met. “The 
only chance we seem to have 
in the near future is the Water 
Resources Development Act.” 

The WRDA bill has passed 
the Senate, not the House, but 
hasn’t been funded yet. Curlin 
isn’t sure it will pass and 
even if it were, it is estimated 


The first house was built in 
1995-96 with former teacher 
and retired ATC Principal Tom 
Pyron. “We have built the house 
with the grant money from 
the PADD each of those years 
except the 2007-08 school year 
when Billy Lawson paid to have 
a house built.” Grant funds 
weren’t available that year, but 
Lawson paid for the materials to 
build the home for his daughter. 
The home is now located on 
Hwy 94 in Fulton County. 
“We are very happy with the 
home,” stated Lawson. “I would 
recommend anyone to take 
advantage of this opportunity.” 
The only draw back Lawson had 
with the home was the expense 
of moving it to the foundation. 

The foundation at the ATC 
has the capacity for a house 
26 by 44-52 feet. The typical 
house sizes built by the students 
are 26x48 feet or 1248 square

uncertain for Port 

it could be two years before 
they would see any funding. 

Curlin is hopeful the Port 
can get through this year 
without dredging, but has no 
way to be certain. At the time 
of the meeting, the river was 
already dropping to be about 
16 feet with a prediction of 
dropping at least two more 
feet within the next few days. 

Last year the Port was shut 
down for two months waiting 
for the mouth of harbor to be 
dredged. The river dropped 
to single digits for several 
weeks, adversely affecting 
the Port’s bottom line for 
the 2012-2013 fiscal year. 

“Right now we are still 
out there on that island by 
ourselves,” stated Curlin. “The

“Here And There In Hickman”- 

by J.H. Russell 

The First Cabin—The First Bank- 
Will A New Bank Pay? 


Editor’s Note: This article 
was submitted to The Hickman 
Courier by Martha Campbell. 
Campbell received a copy of it 
from Susan Malone at Citizens 
Bank. This is the beginning of 
the article and the conclusion 
will run next week. 

When John Mills built the 
first house on the present site of 
Hickman in 1819, and named 
the location Mills Point, it is not 
likely that he was planning to 
lay off the surrounding land in 
lots and have an auction sale. 

For Rev. Willis White says he 
visited the place in the fall of 
1821 and there was still but one 
house on it. That house was on 
the site where Sude Naifeh plans 
to erect his 
big sky¬ 
scraper. 

Neither 
did John 
Mills start 
any move¬ 
ment to 
organize 
a bank in 
this new town of his, but years 
later Hickman’s first bank oc¬ 
cupied a brick building only one 
block from the spot where John 
Mills began his city building 
project. 

In 1837, when the Hon. Jesse 
Edmonson began his term as first 
mayor of the newly-incorporat¬ 
ed city of Hickman, His Honor 
must have carried his money in 
his jeans, for we find there was 
no bank then. Indeed, it seems 
that Hickman had nearly every 
other kind of business enter¬ 
prise long before it had a bank. 


However, just before the civil 
war broke out a bank was estab¬ 
lished in a brick building erected 
for the purpose at the corner of 
Carroll and Union Streets. This 
is the building which for many 
years was owned by Mrs. S.M. 
Hubbard and now belongs to 
E. Dobson. Though it had been 
used as a residence through all 
the succeeding years following 
the removal of the bank, a large 
vault built into this building at 
the time of its erection still re¬ 
mains. 

The bank was a branch of a 
Russellville bank, we are told, 
and in 1865 it was to discontin¬ 
ue the business here. Richard C. 
Prather was its cashier, and with 
a compan¬ 
ion he car¬ 
ried the 
money to 
Rus sell- 
ville in a 
two-horse 
buggy. On 
this trip, it 
is said, he 
met Jesse James and his gang 
of bandits were demonstrat¬ 
ing their system of high fiance 
in that section of the state, but 
Mr. Prather and his buggy-load 
of money was unmolested. We 
are told that about the time war 
closed, James and his coterie of 
financial experts dropped in at 
Russellville and had a fiducia¬ 
ry transaction with the bank in 
that city that ran into somewhat 
enormous figures. Theirs was 
truly a cash and carry system,

M il l Ridge invites DPA visitors to a trip back in time

Remembering that Discovery 
Park of America’s (DPA) mis¬ 
sion is to inspire children and 
adults through education, while 
also entertaining them makes it 
logical that one of the outside 
attractions would include a one- 
room school house. 

The school house, dating 
back to the 1800s is located in 
Mill Ridge. According to the 
Northwest ordinance of 1787, 
there had to be at least one- 
room schools located every six 
miles with a goal that no child 
would have to walk further than 
that to receive an education. 
The schoolroom located at DPA 
is believed to be the last of the 
one-room schools located in 
Obion County. 

Continuing the educational 
journey back in time, Mill 
Ridge will also have a working 
blacksmith shop or a Smithry. 
Metalworking was a craft per¬ 
formed in blacksmith shops dur¬ 
ing the 1800s, using fire forging 
processes. Demonstrations will 
be held on occasion, using lo¬ 
cal artifacts, such as the anvil, 
nippers, tongs, and vice. Black¬ 
smiths were essential during the 
time period, which began over 
200 years ago, shaping the fu¬ 
ture with products such as horse 
shoes and even pieces of farm 
equipment. 

Some of that equipment might 
be found in the antique tractor 
barn located behind the one- 
room school house. 

Saddles & Leatherworking, 
Woodworking, Blacksmithing, 
Wheelwright & Horseshoes are 
some of the exhibits which will 
add to the educational experi¬ 
ence of the Smithry. 

Providing a glimpse further 
back in time will be the Grist¬ 
mill. Built the way structures 
were built in the late 1700s and 
1800s the past is captured within 
the timbered frame with pegs. 

A functioning gristmill will at¬ 
tract visitors to the inside of the 
building providing them with a 
way to see with their own eyes 


the mechanics of using water to 
operate machinery that grinds 
and sifts grains, turning them 
into corn meal, with wooden 
gears and grinding wheels 

These water driven mills were 
essential to communities in the 
late 1800s, as they provided lo¬ 
cal services to farmers. 

Products will be amiable at 
The Feed Store, which will be a 


vending area of sorts in the Mill 
Ridge section of DPA. 

A working windmill adds to 
the ambiance of the Mill Ridge 
section of DPA. Situated high 
up, to the right of the working 
grist mill, the colorful structure 
is sure to be eye pleasing to all 
visitors. Chances are many pho¬ 
tographs will be taken in this 
area of DPA. 


The overall backdrop is spec¬ 
tacular throughout the grounds, 
but the red bam, red school 
house, yellow grist mill com¬ 
bined with the windmill and 
various landscaping additions 
make it a place visitors will sure 
want to see during every season, 
spring, summer, winter and fall. 

“It is perhaps the most pho¬ 
togenic of all the outdoor areas 
right now,” stated Jim Rippy, 
CEO at DPA. “The grist mill is 
almost complete and will begin 
to turn the water very soon!” 

With a November 1 ribbon 
cutting scheduled, DPA employ¬ 
ees and contractors continue to 
make progress working toward 
the completion date on the park 
created by the Robert E. & Jen¬ 
ny D. Kirkland Foundation, for 
Mr. Kirkland’s hometown. 

“I am very pleased with the 
progress at Discovery Park,” 
noted Rippy. “Everyone is re¬ 
ally working hard to meet the 
deadline of November 1. All 
the subcontractors have assured 
him that we are on schedule for 
a November 1st opening!”

project was figured at $114,600, 
when factoring in Johnson’s 
bid.

This goes unnoticed if eating alone or in front of 
the television. So remember to take a few deep 
breaths half way through your meal. 

“Mindful eating is a processing 
of paying attention (on purpose) 
to your actual eating experience, 
without judgment,” noted 
Muscarella. 

Changing habits that can be 
contributed to irrational ideas about 
eating can take approximately 21 
days to make the new habit a part 
of your lifestyle. 

Some of those irrational ideas 
include: 

• I must eat everything on my 
plate. 

• I must eat when it is time for 
breakfast, lunch or dinner.

The Lake County Falcons 
put on an offensive clinic last 
Friday night at Sanger Field, 
handing the Fulton County 
Pilots their second straight loss 
of the season. 

The visitors did not give the 
local fans long to celebrate their 
Homecoming activities, before 
taking a 22-0 lead in the first 
quarter. 


The Falcons Tyler Tubbs put 
the Tennesseans on top on their 
first offensive possession, when 
he intercepted a Damien Roach 
pass and ran 35 yards for a 
touchdown. 

Capped off with a two-point 
conversion, Lake County led 8- 
0 . 

Following their second 
interception of a Pilots pass, 
Stevonski Wilkes added to the 
Falcons lead with a touchdown 


reception of 11 yards, followed 
again by a two-point conversion 
and 16-0 lead. 

The first quarter scoring 
was not over, as quarterback 
Rasheem Rowers ran into the 
endzone from 22 yards out to 
make the score 22-0. 

Things did not get any better 
for Fulton County in the second 
quarter, as Rowers again hit 
paydirt on the first play from 
scrimmage, by rushing 61 yards 
to up the advantage to 28-0. 

With 10:41 showing on the 
scoreclock, the Falcons Paul 
Caldwell recovered a fumble 
and dashed 23 yards to score. 

This touchdown, along with a 
two-point conversion made the 
score 34-0. 

Lake County put their final 
points on the board with 7:08 in 
the quarter, when Wilkes caught 
a 10 yard touchdown pass for 
the final 40-0 score. 

Neither team was able to cross 
the endzone in the second half, 
as the score clock ran unstopped 
for the final two periods.

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but it lacked the mutual feature 
and money-back-if-not satisfied 
stipulation that characterizes the 
methods of our modem cash 
and carry merchants. 

Hickman was again without 
a bank for a period of some 20 
years. In April 1886 the Hick¬ 
man Bank was organized by 
R.L. Alexander, who was it’s 
first cashier. It is said the stock¬ 


holders were required to pay in 
on 50% of the amount of their 
subscriptions, as the bank’s 
earnings soon supplied the re¬ 
mainder. In April 1911 a new 
charter was granted under the 
name of Hickman Bank & Trust 
Company, and the business con¬ 
tinued. A few years later, a new 
building was erected. 

In the year 1890 R.L. Alexan¬ 


der, having withdrawn from the 
old Hickman Bank, organized 
the Farmers & Merchants Na¬ 
tional Bank with H. Buchanan 
president. In 1898 this bank 
surrendered its national bank 
charter and a state bank was or¬ 
ganized under the name of the 
Farmers & Merchants Bank, 
and this bank took over the busi¬ 
ness of the old national bank. H. 
Buchanan was its first president 
and J. A. Thompson cashier. 

In 1911 C.P. Shumate orga¬ 
nized the People’s Bank with 
A.O. Caruthers president. In 
1916 the Peoples Bank was 
consolidated with the Farmers 
& Merchants bank. 

In April 1928 the Farmers & 
Merchants Bank and the Hick¬ 
man Bank & Trust Co. were 
merged into one institution un¬ 
der the name of the latter. 

On December 30, 1929 the 
Hickman Bank & Trust Co. dis¬ 
continued business. 

John Mills, back in those pio¬ 
neer days had nothing on us so 
far as banks are concerned, as 
we are pioneering in this late 
day without a bank; the only 
difference is, we are pioneering 
under greater financial difficul¬ 
ties, owing to the fact that we 
have a pressing need for a bank, 
whereas pioneer John, while en¬ 
gaged in the commendable busi¬ 
ness of founding cities, had no 
such need in his day. 

The banks throughout the 
country that have closed and the 
banks that are still having their 
difficulties in trying to keep their 
doors open have passed through 
a period of a dozen years that 
have upset the business and fi¬ 
nancial world to a degree that 
has no parallel. The prosperity 
and high values of the war time, 
and for a short time follow¬ 
ing the war, encouraged busi¬ 
ness ventures that seemed safe 
and wise. Banks had money to 
lend. That was their business.

Hickman Riverport is like the 
other Riverports, in the same boat, 
calling or traveling to Washington 
and visiting our congressman 
asking for earmarks that are 
not going to be given, or trying 
to at least get the WRDA bill 
passed, authorized and funded.” 

“The estimated cost for us to 
dredge this harbor is $750,000 
to $1 million dollars,” he said. 
“Several ports are seeking 
alternative solutions to fund 
these maintenance expenses.” 

Those ports include Helena 
AR, Osceola, AR, McGehee, AR, 
Hickman, KY, Lake Providence, LA, 
Soundheimer, LA, Ponchatoula, LA, 
New Madrid, MO, Caruthersville, 
MO, Scott City, MO, Port Gibson, 
MS, Rosedale, MS, Yazoo City, 
MS, Mckellar Lake - Memphis, 
TN, Wolf River- Memphis, TN, and 
soon to be Northwest Tennessee 
Harbor in Tiptonville, TN. 

“If we can’t keep our harbor 
dredged, we are out of business.” 
added David Lattus, Port board 
member and Mayor of Hickman. 

“Yes, essentially we are,” agreed

Curlin did travel on the Motor 
Vessel Mississippi for the annual 
low water inspection and submitted 
a written statement stressing the 
importance of providing funds 
for dredging of all small harbors. 
Currently, funds directed to the 
Army Corps of Engineers manage to 
maintain larger ports, disappearing 
before reaching the small ones. 

Curlin also showed photos of the 
floating walkway, which will provide 
easier and safer access to barges 
when the river is at all different 
levels, high and low. Grant funds 
through the State Transportation 
Department provided funding for 
half of the project costs. 

Port board members Lattus, 
Chairman Lynn Major, Lucas 
Goodman, John Wayne Davie, and 
Mike Taylor approved the July 
2013 Operating Report, noting 
a decline in the Port’s revenue 
when comparing it to last year’s 
numbers. 

The board moved to closed 
session at 2:58 p.m. to discuss 
business and property. The board 
will reconvene in regular session on 
Tuesday, Sept. 24 at 7 p.m.

feet. “The carpentry students build 
the house completely up to code 
and the house is inspected each 
step of the way,” added Sullivan. 

“Each house is built with the 
highest standards and Mr. Ronnie 
Harper, carpentry instructor, is 
excellent about having everything 
as it should be.” 

The last couple of houses built by 
the ATC have material costs ranging 
from $27,000 to $30,000. This 
includes all plumbing and electrical 
work. “The only additional costs 
to the builder is the foundation at 
the permanent site, plumbing and 
electrical hookups and heating and 
air.” The cost to move the home 
from the ATC to the permanent site 
is also incurred by the homeowner, 
this is estimated between $6,000 
and $8,000. 

A former building contractor, 


Larry Lewis, who has built many 
homes in Fulton and Hickman 
counties estimates the savings 
to the homeowner to be around 
$30,000. He reiterated that the 
homes are built by Kentucky code 
standards and are inspected by area 
code enforcers. 

Houses built by the students 
now have families living in them in 
Hickman, Fulton and Clinton. Last 
year’s home was transported to 
Clinton and Habitat for Humanity 
volunteers from Hickman and 
Fulton counties are in the process 
of completing the home for resident 
Thomas Crumble.
